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Plivio perceiving how exceeding glad ſhe was to 
ſigne her priſon agenerall acqulttance, (and again 
how willing to walk in the gardens) k iſſing his 
hand and very kindly taking her by the arm, ho 
conducted her by a Poſteru gate (through the 
Caftle) to the Fields, and from thence to the At- 
bours of pleaſure where Merfiiva delighting to 
range from Bank ro Border, apd from Fountain to 
Bower, leaving in a minner no place therein un- 
proſpected, ſhe at Liſt arrived to a very ſumptuous 
Ciftern; whoſe wals being of clear gliſtering Alaba- 
ger and ſhining Marble, gave ſuch a compleat grace 
to Merfilva's (partial) eyes, that her {iris at ſo 

leaſant a proſpect did then receive the long lookt 
br motion of delightful contentment : fo at la 
hearing the deſcent of ſome ifſu.d ftream (which 
as it ſeemed made a muſical acord, in falling to the 
concavity of the earth) ſhe (taking her ear to be 
her guide) began to trace about the circumference 
of the aforeſaid Ciſtern, where ſhe forthwith eſpied 
on the eaſtern fide thereoi(ſome Ell diſtant one from 
the other)two ſtately Pillars of Dove-white Ivory, 
being very curiouſly carved and bepirt about with 
divers ſpacious guards of refined Azure, wherein

from out whofe fix globy Paps reſembling for 
whicenefſe the ſnow which doth imbrace the Pyreni- 
an Mountains, ruſhed forth clear Chiyſtal ſpouts 
of ſilver water; wherewith ſhe be ing with too much 
joy for a whiles raviſhed, at laft perceived (berwixt 
the two Pillars) a pretty conceited Geometrical 
door therein to enter where entring ſhe ſaw a ſmall 
Mountain in form of aPyramides, which did at- 
tain unto the top of the Ciſtern, from whence Na- 
ture (being by divine inſtinct commanded). did 
yield forth full many a Vein of weeping water, 
which by degrees diſtilled down the Rock, was 
lafly through Pipes of Silver by ingenious art,moft 
, curiouſly conveyed to the Graces Paps, which 
Merfilva ſceing (and ſhutting the doore) reſolved 
to depart; but by chance ag:in chereon reflecting 
her fight (as unwilling ſo foon to take her fare- 
wel) and glancing her eyes at randome upon the 
perteftion of the upper Grace, (ſhe either deluded 
with a ſhadow, frumpt at with a Fancy, or how 

know not) immediately conceived that ſhe ſaw her 
artificial eyes naturally reflect in the Model of 
their influence, and ſo being in conceit induced 
that it was ſo, or elſe thinking chat at the requeſt 
of ſome ſecond Pygmalion , the Goddefſe Venw 
had with life likewiſe inſpired her ; She reſolved 
with her ſelf that the ſald Grace although how 
ſhe knew not) bad interiorly ſome lively —_—_ 
Natural fence, and applying it as the illufion of her 
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fantafle drave her, conjectured that ſhe invlted her 
(more near) to approach, In reipe& whereof, 
mounting a ſtep which ſtood (very cloſe) before 
the Graces, ſhe Sooke of them, but «ſpecially of 
che uppermoſt, to have ſome ſecret conference: 
where being elevated ſhe forthwith forgat her (elf, 
(as if ſome ſacred Deity had ſo before predeftinared 
it) and aſter was inſtantly put in mind of her dole- 
ful calamitics, whereat ned lamenting, ſhe bluſhed 
with ſhame in that ſhe had committed ſo ſottiſh 
an abſurdity : when looking about her and not 
ſecing Ptivio there eſpying the blew Table which the 
Grace held in her hand , ſhe from out her golden 
hatre drew her glorious Head-hin, and fo eſſayi 

and finding the tone tractable, (recalling her Maſe 
to her ſorrowful humour) in fair letters, Al Re- 
mani ſto, ſhe thereon indited this Sonnet.

Wuiles thn Merflve was overviewing the 1 
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of this ſumptuous garden, Plivio commanded a very 
pallan: banquet to be there prepar'd;the'which moſt 
y in an Eglantine- Bower he preſented her: 
And to make her Cates ſeem the more pleaſant, he 
ſo ordained that a Conſort of Lutes, together with 
three tender Eunuchs, ſhould (in her bearing) 
warble forth mclodious harmony. So in this de- 
lectable manner for a whiles they dcluded the time, 
wherein Plivio never tailed ro glance his eye on 
the ſweet Object of Merfilva's Beauty 5 the which 
Cupid (at unawares) eſpying, immediately bene 
his Bow and let fly an arrow, headed with 
Defire, and feathered with affection; which fo 
forcibly hit Plivio to the heart, that he immedi- 
ately fainted at the ſtroak, ſo that now he ac- 
knowledged no Goddeſſe but Citheres, no Saint 
but Venu, nor no Lord but Love, ſo that his breaft 
being penetrated with the influence of amorous 
contemplacion, afrer having reconducted Mer ſilva 


to the Caſtle, he hy ing to his Chamber, alone co 


himſelf breathed out cheſe ſpeeches : 


Ow now Plivio! what in a moment. van- 

quiſhed in the feld of Beauty? or hath Cupi 
ſuch power at the firft approach to penetrate 
breaſt with affection? can thy reſolucions, which 
were devoted to Bellena now floop to Venw, and

itteſt to be done; and ſo at laſt calling his Lunut i. 
ſenſes before the throne of Diſcretlon, he imployed 
his beſt diligence for the recovery of the Lady which 
very ſoon he effected, praying her to be of good 
comfort, for that there was no doubt tobe made 
of Thalmo's health, The Princeſſe being therewith 
a little qualifcd, for a whiles appegſed her ff; yer 
concinually weeplng to tee him ſuffer ſuch (pain- 
ful) miſery for her ſake (and knowing it was her 
affection Which induced him to endure 15 te 
a hazard) bethinking how to comport her ſelf in 
ſo tragical an enterpriſe, at laſt (ſhedding full many 
a tear in his memory) ſhe reſolved by his friend 
Plivio to ſend him a kind Letter, which as a Pre- 
ſervative-Mediatrix ſhould conſolate him in Nis 
malady ; and ſo calling for pen and paper ſhe wrote

In which mean time, 
till experience demonſtrate thee what ardent le I have 
to congratulate thy valorous ( and yertuous )-affeftions, I 
abruptly end, continually upon the Altar of Love ſacri« 
ficing mam millions of penetential Oraiſon for thy ſpeedy 
Recovery : And ſoin bope thereof, recommending my 
ſorrows to your ſavoyrable cenſure, I unfaipnedly reſt,

This Letter being conveyed by Pliio, and re- 
ceived af Thalme , did inflantly -infuſe ſuch encou- 
ragement to his deſpairſul malady , that in few 
dayes he recovered : And = his 
breaſt on the courteous Epiſtle which his deare A- 


thelia had ſent him, thought ſhe would ( or at leaft 
well might) condemn him of impudent ingrati- 
rude, he vouchſaſed not to return ber a corre- 
ſpondent Anſwer 3 whereupon cuſorcing bimfſelf 
to fit up, he endited this enſuing Letter:

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Athelia perceiving by this Letter, that he had for 
that time made the Bark of his courage double the 
point of death, 1 . 
could find no reſt in the Chaos of her joyful con- 
geits, untill ſhe had fix'd her eyes npon the (deſired) 
Object of his Perſonage, within whoſe incirculets 
remained her chicfeſt ſolace : So that at laſt firding 
a fir of portunity, when both the King and Queen 
her Parents were abſent, (taking with her onely 
Levina ) ſhe hyed her to the Lodge where ſhe was 
advertiſed Thalmo was refident; and ſo being by 
the L:dy of the houſe conducted to his Ch mber, 
ſhe very modeſtly opening the door, entred.
